In Stage 3, Hoosiers 65 
and over and those with 
high-risk health conditions — 
who are the most vulnerable 
to the coronavirus — should 
remain at home as much as 
possible. Face coverings in 
public places are recom- 
mended. Hoosiers who can 
work from home are encour- 
aged to continue to do so. 
Social gatherings of up to 
100 people will be permitted 
following the CDC’s social 
distancing guidelines. Retail 
and commercial businesses 
may open at 75 percent 
capacity. Shopping malls can 
open at 75 percent capacity 
with indoor common areas 
restricted to 50 percent 
capacity. Gyms, fitness cen- 
ters, yoga studios, martial

Indiana University Kokomo (IUK) 
awarded $1,000 scholarship certif- 
icates to 233 Wabash County eight 
grade students, according to Melissa 
Ford, development associate at the 


Community Foundation of Wabash 
County. 

Upon admission to IUK after high 
school, the $1,000 scholarships will 
be available for those students to use 
toward the cost of tuition. 

These 233 students received [UK’s 
scholarship certificates because 
they participated in the Community 
Foundation’s Early Award Scholar- 
ship (EAS) program, which is part of 
the fourth through eighth grade cur- 
riculum at Wabash County schools. 

“The Community Foundation of 
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Wabash County and IUK are natural

Ford. 

Because schools are not holding 
end-of-year award ceremonies due 
to the pandemic, the UIK certifi- 
cates have been mailed to students’ 
homes.

NMPL moves toward re-opening 


Library plans to once again 
open its doors June 15

With the support of the North 
Manchester Public Library (NMPL) 
board and the Wabash County 
Health Department, the NMPL 
plans to re-open the building to the 
public Monday, June 15, according 
to Jeanna Hann, adult department 
manager and marketing coordina- 
tor. 

This date will coincide with Stage 
4 of the Gov. Eric Holcomb’s Back 
On Track Indiana plan. 

Last week, the Wabash Carnegie 
Public Library (WCPL) made a

The NMPL will be open between 
11 a.m. and noon Monday through 
Friday for seniors and those who 
are immune-compromised. The 
NMPL will then open to the general 
public from noon to 6 p.m. Mon- 
days through Thursdays, and from 
noon to 3 p.m. Fridays. 

“The library will limit the num- 
ber of adult department computers 
available to ensure that social dis- 
tancing recommendations are fol- 
lowed. The children’s department 
playroom and computer area will 
remain closed. During this stage, 
children will also need to be ac- 
companied by a parent or caregiv- 
er when visiting the library,” stated 
Hann. “Staff will wear personal

The best way to 
defend yourself against these scammers 
is to recognize how the scam works and 
understand that Duke Energy never asks 
customers for prepaid debit cards.” 
Typically, the customer receives an 


vided by the scammer, it sounds like a 
legitimate Duke Energy phone number. 
Some of these criminals also use call- 
er-ID spoofing to replicate a utility’s 
customer service number. 

Customers should watch out for red 
flags including: 

E The caller becomes angry and tells 
the customer his or her account is past 
due, and service will be disconnected 
if a large payment isn’t made — usually 
within the hour. 

E The caller instructs the customer to 
purchase a pre-paid debit or credit card 
— widely available at retail stores — then 
call him or her back to supposedly make

Dropped bladder has 
different levels of severity 


DEAR DOCTOR: I’m a 
75-year-old woman and 
have been diagnosed with a 
dropped blad- 
der due to a 
hysterectomy 
in my mid- 
40s. I have 
discomfort, 
particularly 
when I walk a 
long distance 
or do heavy 
lifting; some 
leakage prob- 
lems; and fre- 
quently have 
UTIs. What can be done? 

DEAR READER: A prolapsed 
bladder, also known as a fall- 
en bladder, or cystocele, is 
common after a hysterecto- 
my. It’s due to the drop in es- 
trogen levels that occurs after 
the uterus and ovaries are re- 
moved. Estrogen, the primary 
female sex hormone, plays 
an important role in keeping 
the pelvic tissues toned and 
strong. Additional causes 
of the condition can include 
physical stresses, such as 
childbirth, frequent strain- 
ing due to constipation or a 
chronic cough, heavy lifting 
and obesity. The decrease in 
estrogen that accompanies 
menopause can also contrib- 
ute to bladder prolapse. 

The condition is broken 
down into four separate 
stages, from mild to severe, 
depending on the degree 
to which the bladder has 
dropped. Women with a 
mild case — Stage 1 — may 
not experience any symp- 
toms. When the condition 
is more advanced, symp- 
toms include the discom- 
fort, stress incontinence and 
frequent urinary tract infec- 
tions that you mentioned, 
as well as lower back pain, 
difficulty with urination 
or bowel movements, pain 
during intercourse and a 
bulge of tissue from the va- 
gina. In the most advanced 
cases — Stage 4 — the entire 
bladder protrudes. 

Treatment depends on how 
far the bladder has dropped, 
as well as variables such as 
age, medical history, gener- 
al health and personal pref- 
erences. In moderate cases, 
nonsurgical treatments can 
help. These include estrogen 
replacement therapy, which 
can be administered in a 
patch, as a pill or in a cream, 
and is used to strengthen the 
tissues that support the blad- 
der. Kegel exercises, which 
are deliberate contractions of 
the muscles that you use to 
control urination, strengthen 
the pelvic floor. Electrical 
stimulation is used to trig- 
ger muscle contractions and 
build strength and tone, and 
some women have success

with biofeedback. 

Another nonsurgical op- 
tion is a pessary. That’s a 
rubbery, donutlike device 
that is inserted into the vagi- 
na, much like a diaphragm. 
The pessary provides phys- 
ical support. It can ease dis- 
comfort and has been shown 
to help with urinary control. 
It generally takes just one 
office visit with a urologist 
to be measured and fitted 
with the appropriate device. 
After that, pessaries require 
monthly cleaning. Depend- 
ing on the device, this can be 
done at home, or it may need 
to be done in the urologist’s 
office. Many women do well 
with a pessary, while others 
experience discomfort or ir- 
ritation. Infections are pos- 
sible, but when a pessary is 
fitted and cleaned properly, 
the risk is small. 
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For severe cases of blad- 
der prolapse, or when the 
less-invasive methods of 
managing the condition are 
not successful, reconstruc- 
tive surgery may be need- 
ed. The goal is to return the 
bladder to its proper posi- 
tion. Before opting for sur- 
gical repair, be sure to learn 
all about the procedure you 
will have, as well as the po- 
tential risks, benefits and 
other options available.

Trump’s Republican convention demand 
comes amid Charlotte virus surge

CHARLOTTE, N.C. — President 
Donald Trump’s demand for a full-ca- 
pacity Republican convention in 
August is putting pressure on North 
Carolina health officials — and local 
Republicans — as coronavirus cases 
surge in the host county and statewide. 

Democratic Gov. Roy Cooper’s ad- 
ministration has refused to give in, 
though, responding with a letter de- 
manding a written safety plan from 
organizers of the Republican Nation- 
al Convention, slated for August in 
Charlotte. Even local Republican offi- 
cials note that Trump doesn’t have the 
power to unilaterally move the event 
scheduled to start in 90 days after two 
years of planning. 

Asked about Trump’s tweets threat- 
ening to move the convention, Coo- 
per said Tuesday he’s “not surprised 
at anything that happens on Twitter,’ 
without mentioning the president by 
name. He said discussions with RNC 
organizers are continuing. 

“We have asked them to present 
a plan on paper to us laying out the 
various options that we’ve already

Hong Kong leader 
says security law not 
a threat to freedoms

HONG KONG — Hong 
Kong’s leader said Tuesday 
that national security legis- 
lation proposed by China’s 
legislature will not threaten 
the semi-autonomous terri- 
tory’s civil rights, despite 
widespread criticism of the 
move as an encroachment 
on freedom of speech and 
assembly. 

The city’s chief executive, 
Carrie Lam, told reporters 
that there was “no need for 
us to worry” over the move 
being considered by Chi- 
na’s ceremonial National 
People’s Congress. 

“Hong Kong has proven 
that we uphold and preserve 
those values,’ Lam said. 
“Hong Kong needs this 
piece of legislation for the 
bigger benefit of the great 
majority of Hong Kong 
people.” 

Lam also said that transit 
service would resume at 
Hong Kong’s international 
airport on June 1, but that 
foreigners would still be 
banned from entering the 
city as part of measures to 
prevent a new wave of coro- 
navirus infections. 

In Washington, White 
House press secretary 
Kayleigh McEnany said 
Tuesday that President 
Donald Trump is “dis- 
pleased with China’s efforts 
and that it’s hard to see how 
Hong Kong can remain a fi- 
nancial hub, if China takes 
over.” She declined to elab- 
orate when asked to explain 
the statement further. 

The move by China to 
pass the legislation signals 
the central government’ s 
determination to take great- 
er control of Hong Kong 
after months of pro-de- 
mocracy protests last year. 
Beijing has appointed new 
representatives in Hong 
Kong who follow the hard 
line laid down by Chinese 


President Xi Jinping, who 
is also the head of the ruling 
Communist Party. 

Such a move has long been 
under consideration and 
was hastened by last year’s 
street protests in the former 
British colony, which was 
returned to Chinese rule in 
1997. Beijing promised that 
the territory could retain its 
own relatively liberal civil, 
legal and economic systems 
that contrast starkly with 
the much more centrally 
controlled and authoritarian 
system in mainland China. 


Some “foreign politi- 
cians” have “expressed 
untrue opinions” about 


the plan to impose the law 
on Hong Kong, Lam said, 
without giving details. 

She repeated claims that 
the law would only target 
“a minority,” citing con- 
cerns about terrorism and 
subversion. 

Protesters have returned 
to Hong Kong’s streets to 
oppose the legislation, with 
thousands turning out on 
Sunday as police fired tear 
gas and deployed a wa- 
ter cannon to disperse the 
crowds. On Tuesday, over 
100 protesters gathered at 
a luxury shopping mall in 
Hong Kong’s Central busi- 
ness district, condemning 
Lam and her administra- 
tion. 

The protests are a con- 
tinuation of a monthslong 
pro-democracy movement 
that began last year and has 
at times descended into vi- 
olence between police and 
demonstrators. 

Hong Kong’s govern- 
ment is bound by Article 
23 of the Basic Law — its 
mini-constitution — to enact 
laws to prohibit any act of 
treason, secession, sedition 
or subversion against Chi- 
na. It proposed legislation 
to do so in 2003, but with- 
drew it after hundreds of 
thousands of people came 
out to protest. 
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France deploys $8.8 billion 
to rescue ailing car industry

PARIS — France’s gov- 
ernment is injecting more 
than 8 billion euros ($8.8 
billion) to save the coun- 
try’s car industry from 
huge losses wrought by vi- 
rus lockdowns, and wants 
to use the crisis to make 
France the No. 1 producer 
of electric vehicles in Eu- 
rope. 

Starting next week, 
consumers can get up to 
12,000 euros from the 
government for buying an 
electric car under the “his- 
toric” plan unveiled Tues- 
day by French President 
Emmanuel Macron. 

“Our country wouldn’t be 
the same without its great 
brands — Renault, Peugeot, 
Citroen,” Macron said, de- 
crying an “unprecedented 
crisis” for the industry that 
has seen production plunge 
more than 90 percent in 
France alone. 

Carmakers and govern- 
ments around the world 
are grappling with simi- 
lar losses. Politicians are 
divided over whether and 
how to bail out an industry 
that already won billions 
in government support a 
decade ago after the 2008 
financial crisis — and that 
was already facing major 
new costs and disruption 
with growing demand for 
autonomous and cleaner 
cars. 

Macron’s _ 8-billion-eu- 
ro plan includes a 5-bil- 
lion-euro French govern- 
ment loan guarantee under 
discussion for struggling 
French automaker Renault, 
but not the millions the 


government has already 
spent on temporary unem- 
ployment payments to auto 
workers told to stay home 
for weeks to keep the virus 
at bay. 

The new plan includes 
government subsidies to 
encourage consumers to 
scrap their old cars and 
buy lower-emissions mod- 
els, and longer-term in- 
vestment in innovative 
technology. Macron set a 
goal of producing 1 mil- 
lion electric cars in France 
by 2025. 

“Our country should em- 
body this avant-garde,” he 
said. “We need not only 
to save (the industry) but 
transform it.” 

Macron’s plan appears 
ambitious. Battery-pow- 
ered cars are still only a 
fraction of auto sales in 
Europe, though manu- 
facturers are focusing on 
them to meet the European 
Union’s carbon emissions 
targets. 

The biggest European 
maker of battery-powered 
and plug-in hybrid cars 
is Germany’s BMW, fol- 
lowed closely by Renault, 
but U.S.-based Tesla sells 
more than either, accord- 
ing to trade magazine EV 
Volumes. Germany is also 
the biggest European mar- 
ket for electric cars, and 
the country’s manufactur- 
ers are ramping up their 
offerings. 

French unions blockaded 
a Renault plant in western 
France on Tuesday, fear- 
ing fallout from the virus 
could lead to widespread 
job losses and factory clo- 
sures. Bailouts a decade 
ago included a government 
bonus plan that encour- 


aged consumers to buy 
newer cars, though that 
didn’t prevent thousands 
of job cuts. 

Renault is expected to 
announce a $2.2 billion 
cost-cutting plan to unions 
this week, and Macron 
said that the Renault loan 
guarantee is contingent 
on keeping open two key 
French factories. 

France’s auto industry 
employs 400,000 peo- 
ple and is a big part of its 
manufacturing sector, but 
shuttered showrooms and 
suspended production as 
the virus swept across the 
country in March. The 
country started easing re- 
strictions on May 11. 

The plan to support the 
industry comes at a crucial 
time for carmaker Renault, 
which came into the virus 
crisis in bad shape after the 
2018 arrest of its star CEO 
Carlos Ghosn. The French 
finance minister warned 
that the company’s surviv- 
al is at stake, and Renault 
and Nissan have scheduled 
an announcement Wednes- 
day that is expected to 
address the future of their 
alliance. 

PSA Group, which makes 
Peugeot and Citroen cars, 
is in better shape after 
years of cost-cutting un- 
der CEO Carlos Tavares. 
PSA reported record prof- 
its last year, but has also 
seen sales plunge amid vi- 
rus lockdowns. It is in the 
process of merging with 
Fiat Chrysler Automo- 
biles to create the world’s 
fourth-largest auto maker. 

U.S. automakers haven’t 
received direct government 
help yet but car dealers 
and auto suppliers can ap- 


ply for low-interest loans. 
Some U.S. some politi- 
cians don’t want to bail out 
carmakers again after they 
got huge bailouts after the 
2008 financial crisis. 

In Germany, automak- 
ers are pressing for car 
purchase incentives to 
support major employers 
and prevent layoffs. The 
idea is opposed by some 
legislators in Chancellor 
Angela Merkel’s conser- 
vative party and by an ex- 
pert council of economists, 
who advised tax breaks 
and lower energy costs for 
all companies instead of 
singling out one industry 
for help. A decision on the 
issue could come as early 
as next week. 

Italian-American Fiat 
Chrysler, which has its cor- 
porate headquarters in the 
Netherlands and its finan- 
cial base in Britain, con- 
firmed this month a request 
for an Italian state-backed 
loan worth 6.3 billion eu- 
ros ($6.9 billion). The 
move set off debate in Italy 
over whether such money 
should be made available 
to companies with legal 
headquarters overseas. 

Britain’s government is 
considering bailing out 
companies whose demise 
would disproportionate- 
ly affect the economy, on 
a “last resort basis.” The 
Financial Times reported 
Sunday that Jaguar Land 
Rover was among those 
approaching the govern- 
ment to acquire stakes as 
part of a broader manufac- 
turing bailout. And super- 
car maker McLaren Group 
on Tuesday said it would 
cut 1,200 jobs — a quarter 
of its workforce.
